
FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL.

The railway share market has been extremely dull but

steady to-day. and Walt street altogether lia* worn a

languid aspect.
Money ta abundant at six per cent on general collate¬

rals, with exceptions at five per cent on government
securities. In Um discount line there is a very mode¬
rate degree of activity, and the best grade of commer¬
cial paper is quoted at Oft a 7ft per ccnt. The fact that
lenders are generally able to gat six per cent for
loaaa returnable oa demand shows that there
la a somewhat quicker movement of cur¬
rency than there was in the early part of last week,
and the belief that the Treasury will continue to board
.ttbls centra a larger amount of current funds than
®»ual In preparation for the compound interest notes to
mature In June and July, estimated at from eighteen to
twenty millions, inspires confidence among the banks
that present rata* will be maintained The semi-annual
interest on a portion of the seven-thirty loan has also
to be provided for on the 15th of Jnne and July re¬
spectively^ No apprehensions of stringency are, how¬
ever, justified by any of the probabilities of the situa¬
tion. There has been for a week or two past increaaed
activity in some departments of the trade of the city,
and a somewhat more cheerful feeling 13 observable than
Mi been noticeable for months past. In dry goods,
fliowover. a dull, unsettled market Is reported. The
demand for domestic cotton goods Is limited to a few

( trior!te makes, and as there is only a moderate supply
these they remain steady, while of lower grades an

excessive supply keeps the market depressed. Jobbers
are keeping their stocks as low as possible, and buyers
generally are limiting their purchases to the supply of
their immediate necessities.
At the first regular board railway shares were dull.

New York Central closed ft higher than at the same
time yesterday, Erie %, Reading ft, Michigan Southern

1 ft, Rock Island ft, Northwestern ft, do. preferred
Fort Wayne ft, Taciflc Hail lft, Boston Water Power
lft. Ohio and Mississippi certificates were ft lower.
Government securities were barely steady. Coupon five-
twenties of 1862 declined ft, and seven-thirty notes of
the second series ft. State stocks were buoyant, and
Tennessee sixes advanced ft, new issue ft, North Caro¬
lina sixes (new) ft. The July interest on the Tennessee
boods Is in part on deposit hero at the present tluie, and
the Stato authorities say that the full amount will be
certainly forthcoming before the 1st of July.
At the half-past two regular board the market was

dull but 3teady. Michigan Southern closed ft higher
than at the first regular board. Northwestern ft. Fort
Wayne ft. Pacific Mall was lower, Boston Water
Power lft. The annual auction sale of the latter com¬
pany will take place in Boston on the Sth of June, when
more than a million feet of land will be disposed of, the
company receiving one-half of the purchase money in
stock at $50 per share. Government securities were
Inactive but steady in tone. Missouri sixes declined ft.
During the rest of the afternoon the market was quiet,

and at balf.pMt five the following quotations were cur¬
rent:.New York Central, 9Sft a ft ; Erie, 68ft a 69;

The gold market has been dull bat steady. The open¬

ing price was 136\, followed by an advance to 137ft
and a subsequent decline to 136ft.the closing quotation.
The gross clearings for tbe dav amounted to $50,000,000
and the gold balances to $1,866,500.
There has bean a very active market for foreign ex¬

change, and the aggregate of transactions was large.
Baakasa' bills on England at sixty days were quoted at
100ft a 110; at three days, 110ft a ft; commercial bills,
10# a 109ft ; bills on Paris at sixty days, 5.12 a 5.11ft;

The case of Burns Hatch against Albert L. Pritchard,

Treasurer of the Chicago and Northwestern Railway
Company, attracts much attention In Wall street, and
the argument before Judge Sutheriand, on tba motion
for a mandamus, waa continued this afternoon. The
principle which the relator seeks to establish is so
clearly wrong and wanting in equity that there can be
tint on* opinion on the subject. What security have
stockholders that their property will be protected, if a

few Wall street stock Jobbers can, by paying one-eighth
af one per cent commission to a number of brokers,
borrow all the shares necessary to secure a majority
votof This is Just what is being attempted in
the present instance, and what has been often
successfully aooompllshed before, and to it we owe much

of the corruption1 that underlies tbe management of tbe
railways of the country, Including, we may add, the bad
working condition ef many of tbe roads and the numer¬

ous ratal accidsnts which have occurred In oonsequenoe.
It is to be hoped that in the course or time every 8late
In the Union will pass laws so striogent that none but
actual stockholders will be suffered to vote at an annual
election for directors. It may be mentioned that the

object of tbe relator in these proceed Inga la to discover
the namea of all thoae who are registered as stockholders
on the transfer books, in order to canvaas them for
proxlea before the day of election. Tba testimony
taken In the case before tbe referee appointed by the
ooart is interesting, both in this connection and as afford¬

ing an inside view of Wall street strategic operations
generally.
The first witness examined was Kenyon Cox, of the

Arm of Robinson, Cox k Co , stock brokers, who testified
that on the day of tbe Hosing of tbe transfer books.
May 11, and for some days previous to that, bis firm had
transferred to their own name slock to the amount of
sixteen or seventeen thousand shares, a portion or which
was bought and tho remainder borrowed. Aboot ten

thousand shares were borrowed by thnm rrom various

partiee on the usual terms, the borrowers giving their
checks ror tbe stock at the market price and the lenders
allowing tbeto three or rour per rent interest till tbe
stork was returned to them In ths following week. The

* stock wh borrowed at the Instance of Rufus Hatch, who
agreod to give tbe firm one-eighth of one per oent
oommlssion and Interest at seven per cent, the
Interest to run until ths return of the stork.
The Stock was borrowed subject to the call
of tbe parties from whom It was borrowed, and In many
Instances it was returned before the bo >ks were closed,
although ths object was to keep It until arter tbe books
were closed, tbe presumption ba ng that It was for the

purpose of controlling the election. The firm owned
none oT the stock or lb* company.
Henry 8. Fearng, of the firm of Fearing k Campbell,

stock brokers, was next examinod. and testified that he
transferred to his firm at the instance or Mr. Rufus
Hatob, about stx tbons|nd shares of the stock or the
Chicago and Northwestern road on and Just prior to the
elostag ot tbe transfer books, on tbe <ame terms as wore

statad by the previons witness Of this from 3.000 to
3,500 shatas were borrowed, and the remainder wore

beiM carried (or tbe customers of the firm. The
borrowed stock wss returned after the closing of
tbe transfer books, on the 11th of May,
with tbe exception of some returned previously. The
witness gave Mr. Hatch a proxy on that stock after the
borrowed stock had been returned, the prosy being to
vote upon the sharee of slock staodlng In his name on

the books of tbe company. Tbe witness confessed to

owning two hundred shares, hot the firm owned nons.

Theodore B Stout, of ths firm of Siout k Dickinson,
testified that his firm did not own any stork of ths fbl-
rage and Northwestern Ka'lway on tba 11th of May,
bat between six thousand and seven thousand shares
were sutt'ltag on tbe transfer hooks la tbsir name, some

of which wss borrowed, wbila the rest they were carry¬
ing ror their customers. They received the same com-

mission as the other witnesses, and ths stock was bor¬
rowed, not by Mr. Hatch, but at tbe Instance of s ons-

lomer who wculd not like to bare bis name mentioned,
ir the customer wants a proxy, which the witness sup¬
poses be will, bs the witness) will givs it bim.

Asahel H. Heath, of the Arm of Heatu k Hughes, tes¬
tified mat there were 5,000 or 6.000 shares standing in

the name or tbe Ann on the 1Kb of May, which were

transferred to them on that day and for tour or five days
pnor to that data. It waa mostly borrowed stock.that
is to say.about tbree-roortbs or It, and was borrowed at
tbe request of Mr. Hatch, the consideration oaid being
ft par cent c. mission sad ee< en per cent for the mon >y

* advanced. Tho stork was returned in from two to four
days after the books closed. Ths firm did not own a

share or tbe stock when tbe books closed. It is under¬
stood tliat the firm w re to give s proxy to Mr. Hatch
for all the stock standing m their name. Ths firm bor¬
rowed 3,000 or 4.000 »harea more than they transferred,
bnt did aot consider it necassary to transfer tbe same,
because It sum* n lbs names of parties Who were friendly
la Hatch la tbe nuu. r. Rufus Hatob k On. furntebed
them with a I let of nomas from wntcb It was not neces-

'. flncr to irabater to meir own. Thsss names included

Kcuynu Cox, recalled, testified thai bis Arm

borrowed stock which wai not transferred
tbeir own name because it was already In the bands
of brokers who were operating for the same purpose as

themselves, including Lockwood ft Co., Rufua Dutch ft

Co., heath ft Hughes, and Clark, Dodge ft Co. There
was an understanding that Mr. Hatch wai to roceive
their proxy. He saw Mr. Hatch's advertisement for

proxies in the morning papers on the 23d inst

James H. Bonedict, of the Arm of Lockwood ft Co.,
stock brokers, being called and sworn, teetifled that his
firm did not own any stock of the Chicago and North¬
western Railway Company on the 11th of May, hot just
previous to that date forty thousand shares were bor¬
rowed by the Arm at the Instance of Rufus Hatch, he
paying )i per cent commission and interest in considera¬
tion of their transferring it to themselves and giving
the proxy to him. The stock was designed,
as Ikr as practicable, to be held until after
the closing of the books. All the stock
that was borrowed by the firm was not
transferred into their naop, because some of it was

already in the names of the brokers who were co-operat¬
ing with Hatch, and the latter gave witness a list of these
names.
This witness was recalled and a paper was shown to

him containing tho names of Robinson, Cox ft Co., Rufus
Hatch ft Co., J. F. Tracy, Clark. Dodge ft Co., Heath ft
Hughes, and Fearing ft Campbell, wh ch he acknow¬
ledged to be a list of the names furnished by Mr. Hatch,
In respect to whom stock standing in their name was

not to be transferred. Tho flrm had given a proxy to
Rufus Hatch to vote on the stock standing in their name

a day or two before legal proceedings were comtnonced.
Ellas M. Block, of the flrm of Block ft Palmer, testi¬

fied that his flrm did not own any of the stock on the
11th of May, but transferred to their name on the
books of the company from four thousand five hundred
to Ave thousand flvo hundred shares between the 1st
and 11th of May. Part of the stock was borrowed and

part they were carrying for their customers. Some of
the borrowed stock was returned immediately after the
books closed, and all of It within a week afterwards. A
proxy for all the slock standing In the Arm's name was

given to Mr. Rufus Hatch, who paid him a comm ssion
for bis services and interest on the money advanced.
W. G. Ward, of the flrm of Ward ft Co., stock brokers,

testified that ho had bought proxies to be used at the

coming election from various brokers and bankers on

the street. Ho paid % per cent for them. All were

bought since May 1, and the last proxy was bought on

the 23d inst. Ho had offered to various members of tho
board X par sent for all the proxies he conld get. He
bad done this in tho interest of Frederick Billings, one

of their regular customers, who he thought was con¬

nected with the Atlantic and Pacific Railway.
The business In mining shares Is still confined to the

professional speculators, and tbe outside public will
study Its own interest by avoiding them. At the first
board Consolidated Gregory Gold closed 10c. higher than
at the same time yesterday, selling at $0 60; Corydon,
11c., selling at $2 SI; Quartz Hill, 20c., selling at $2.
Benton was 5c. lower, selling at 75c. Atlantic and Pacific
